THE WALES _C_UL_I;IERY EXPLOSION.

One Hundred nnd Seventy Lives Lost—
The it Still on Fire—-Ghastly Scemes
in the Village.

Fyomthe London Ship. and Moer. Gavetie, Nov, 14,

The colllery explosion, already brleﬂf re-
ported, which happened at the Ferndale Oolliory
on Friday afternoon, has proved to be the most
frightful galamity of the kind that ever befel
Boulh Wales, The Ferndale Colliery 18 situated
ot the top of the khonddavach Valley, asmall
dingle branening out of the Rhoudda Valley, at
Porth, on the Taff Vale Rallway, and uundiug
for mbout five miles by raliway. Itisalarge
colllery, belonging ‘0 Mesars, Davis & Son, the
conl owners, of Abeardare, and gives employ-
ment (o thrée bundred hands, meéen and £
The pit was sunk about slght years ago to the
four feet seam, which s the famous Merthyr
Ateam conl, st thres bundred yards from b
surfice, and the output is very oonslderabie,
The vilinge 18 of mushroom growlh, Havin
rown with the colliery, There are now abou
wo hundred and, Afy bouses, including A con-
siderable nunrber of wooden shanties of the
Amerlean type, but bolter constraoted and far
more comforiable. Every bhouke g Inbabltad,
and most houselioldora have lodgers, the gross
rm.uluuou of the viliage belnog about eight
pundred,

On Friday morning, and for several mornings
previously, there was a dense fog, so dense, in
fnct, that nothing could be seen a few yards off,
and this heavy conditlon of the atmosphere
hud its deleterious efféct upon the veatllatlon
of the mine. Aboutone hundred snd sevenly
men nnd boys went down to work on that
moaoruling, but it doesa not appear thatany mis-
pivings were sntoertaloned a8 to the safoty of the
pit, and things went on'as usual untll shorily
aller one o'clook, when a frightfal explosion of
fire dum{) ook place, and o an Instant the
whole pit was in a blaze. The blastswept along
the main drif, and extended Into nll the worlk-
inge. The men at the bottom of the shaft—
Lhoke employed to hitolh the trains on the ohge
—were blown away. two of them belng killed,
und the third escaping in the most extraordi-
nary manner without mach Injury, The blast
then ascénded the shaft with s tremendous
rour, apd drove the men at Lhe top

#ls, Il wns at once evident that there had

ceD n pEreat explosion, nnd messengers wera

sent off for the proprietors and to nelghboring
pils for asslstance,

The report spread llke wildfire, and It was not
long before the pit's mouth was irmlaged by an
anxlous and exolted erowd of people who had
dear friends in the mine.
ko down lmmediately afler the explosion; but
pEpoon ue Lhe alr had clears] an exploring party
went down, and returned with the intelligence
that the workings lhiad been terribly damaged
und the ventilation Interrupted. Measures
were Lhen taken for carrying the air forward,
and after a palnful delay several bodles were
found, inecluding that of Mr. Willlams, the
maunager of the pit, who was amongst the killed,
1t was found that enormous falls had beon
effected by the explosion, and often the coms-
munication was entirely cut off by rabbish,
which bad to be removed before Lhe bodles
conld boegnl. at, The clearance of these falls
oconsloned a vast amount of delay and a corre-
sponding amount of distress!ng suspense to the
friends of the hapless worlkmen at the bank.

Al 6 o'clock on Friday only twenty bodies
had been recovered,and although worklng par-
ties were incessantly engaged In exploring the
workings, up to 6 o’clock on Saturday morning
only fiity-three had been got out. As the bodies
of ihe unfortunate men were ong by one
brought to the pit's mouth, men and women
who had relatives working In the colllery
pressed forward to identify the featares of bro-
ther, father, husband, as the case might be, and
Beenes of a harrowing deserlption, which are
enslly lmagioned but painful to describe, oe-
onrred constantly throughout that loog and
bilter Friday night, Many of the men bhad
lived ak Aberdare and Merthyr, seven or elght
miles off, going home every Bulurday night,
and persons (rom- Lhose places, which the Intel-
lHgence had reached about 4 o'cloock on Friday
allernoop, focked, with thoosands of the pao-

e of the neighborhood, chlefly colllers and
emnles, Lo the scene of the eatastrophe. The
work of recovery proceeded without intermis-
sion during the whole of Friday night., Qut of
the fifty-three bodles brought to bank by Satur-
day morning, only five were alive, but those
were so dreadfully fpjured as to leave little
hope of recovery. The fallsof the roof broaght
the work to s standstill, and the whaole of Sutur-
day was spent In clearing a fall 1o the Duffryn
Level, bebind which, It is belleved, twenty-five
men had been wcrklug. These falls shat oul
nll bope of any of the remaining one hundred
pod twenly men belng got out alive,

The workors In the pltsentfrequnent messages
that the air was extremely opprasuive, The
crowd at the bank—some two or three thou-
eand In pumber—who had pressed up close to
the pit's moath, were then sent back by Lhe
police and barricades put upso a8 to have an
open space about the shaft. A stream of water
was also sent down the shaft, and sbout an
hour after this had been done the repori was
recelved that the alr was greatly improved, Mr.
Wales, her Majesty's Inspeactor of Mines for
Houlh Wales, arrived about 8 o'elock in the
afternoon and went down the sitimmedintely,
Mr, Davls, the prlnoll.ul proprielor, was present
s00n after the explosion and went down the pis,
He was also down nearly the whole of Saturday
and the pit hes been visited by many viewers of
the colleries in the adjolning valleys. The levels
appear Lo bave beon lnjared to an extent bayond
that of any other pit in the distriot whioh has
beer subjected to a similar ealamity, so that, in
addition o the awful and overwhelming saorl-
fice of human life, the proprietors will suffer a
henvy loss in pmmrx; aho Coroner for the
county of Glamorgan, . @, Overton, empan-
e¢lled a jury and inspected the bodies of the
dead, A visitio the desolate homes where they
Iay disclosed cases of the most distressing char-
aoter, whole families having been swapi ol
In one house a [(ather and thres sons lay
stratched in death as though they were oalmly
sleeping, and the fourth son lay dead a fow
doers off, leaving & young widow In an agony of
grief, In another family of slx that went out
well and hearty in the mornlbg, only one had
been brought back alive, and he will be & orip-
ple for Jife should he survive hikinjuries, In
some houses Lthe poverty of the cecapants was
m{rus that they were destitute of the means
of laying out the bodies, and conseguently the
corpses, in all thelr ghastly disfignrement, lay
on the stone floorus they ware brought from the
pit. the inmates fearing Lo toush them lest they
should kill them too soon., In most of the
bouses the distress and sorrow were lotensified
by the fact that pkhers were Lo come to swell
the list of victims, In sll osses certifloates of
burlal were given, and the funeral expenses, we
belteve, will be borne by the firm in whose sor
viee the nnfortunate fellows have dled, Orders
were glven by Mr. Davis for an unlimited
supply ol everything rm}utnlle for the lnjured
from the shops In the pinoe, but, sad Lo relate,
this generosily will not be largely drawn upon,
for of all the one hundred and seventy sounls
who were down the ftal piy, at the outside, 1t

The Counterfelt Seven-thirties,

Colonel Wood, Ohief of the Detective division
of the Treasury Department, has secured the
three electrotype plates from which the spu-
rious United States Seventy-thirty notes were
printed, They are as near fac similes of the
original engraving ae it {s poszible to make
eleetrotypes under the circumstances that must
have attended their prepuration.

An inapection shows that they had been de-
faced by scratching and battéring, so that they
ocould not be used, but there le ample and un-
questionable evidence that they are the ldenti-
cal plates from which the spurlous notes were
printed. These plates have undoubtedly besn
electrotyped from bad impressions taken
off the orizinal engraved plates,
Buch impressions could be obiained by an
plate printer engaged upon the work, by pre-
puring sheets of lead the size of the notes, and
#eiging an opportunity to talge an Impression
Just as if it were on paper: the pressure of the
lead into all of the minutest cuts and marks of
the engraved plate, produces a negative
from which, by the ordinary proceas of electro-
typing, & fac simile of the original plate could
be easily produced.

The peculiar process of rolling does not on
sccount of the ylelding and spreading of the
lead always leave upon the sheet lead precisely
the same impression as upon paper, but it is
in general appearance so much the same In
every partioular to deceive the most experienced
experts. The electrotype plates of the baocks of
the $20 and $100 notes, and thoss of the facs,
front, and back of the §$1000 Beven-thirties, are
now in the possession of the secret service divi-
slon of the Treasury Department,

It has been definitely ascertained that only
#180,000 of the spurious 7-30s were put In circu-
lation, and Lhe rest thut were printed were de-
stroyed, g0 tha¥ holders ol 700 notes who had
them in possession previous to Auguost, 1887,
may be sure that they are genulne, as the apo-
rious irsue was not Issued until afterwards, as
nearly as ean be ascertained, between the 16th
and 20th of September,
